1. What was / has been your occupation before entering politics? 


• I was the Member of Provincial Parliament for Orleans from 2014-2019. Before 
that I was a social worker and business owner. 

2. Do you live in the riding and, if so, how long has it been your home? 

• Yes, I have lived in Orleans for 20 years. 

3. What has been your main involvement with your community outside of work 
(volunteer activities, etc.) ? 

• I have been involved in the Community Advisory Committee for the Champlain 
Community Access Centre, working group on affordable housing with the United 
Way, and Vice-President of CARP Ottawa. 

4. In your life what event, or book, or speech, or song or even TV show has made 
the biggest impression on you and your political thinking? Why? 

• One of the most inspiring events I have attended is a Canadian Citizenship 
Ceremony. I encourage everyone to take the time to witness how inspiring and 
monumental those ceremonies are. My husband Alvaro was born in El Salvador 
and I remember the day he became a Canadian Citizen. I was reminded in that 
moment how beautiful and accepting our country is - how fortunate we are to live 
free and without many of the challenges people around the world still face. 
Citizenship ceremonies remind me of all of the rich diversity of culture, ethnicity 
and languages that define Canada.
